
§1791. Right to Fair Hearing - Judicial Review 

When the department revokes, suspends, restricts 

or denies an application for license renewal, the 

applicant may request a hearing.  The request for a 

hearing shall be made in writing to the department 

within 15 days of the revocation, suspension, 

restriction, or denial by the department.  Upon the 

department's receipt of written request, a hearing shall 

be conducted in accordance with the provisions of the 

Administrative Procedure Act, R.S. 49:950 et seq.
